Christian  friends.  They  become  awakened  and 
enter  into  the  work.  In  this  way  a  revival  olien 
spreads  through  families,  and  neighborhoods,  and 
towns  and  states.  .The  revived  Christian  has  a 
power  to  do  good,  of  amazing  interest  and  re¬ 
sponsibility.  If  faithful,  he  may  exert  an  influ¬ 
ence,  which  shall  extensively  promote  the  good 
of  Zion,  and  save  many  souls  from  eternal  dam¬ 
nation.  But  in  order  to  exert  this  happy  in¬ 
fluence,  Christians  must  be  viewed  as  sincere  in 
their  faith  and  practice.  And  as  those,  of  wliom 
I  am  speaking,  discredit  the  revived  communi¬ 
ty,  and  stand  aloof  from  them,  and  even  make  a 
religion  of  avoiding  their  influence,  we  cannot 
expect  that  they  will  be  benefitted,  that  they 
will  he  revived  ;  especially  as  they  flatter  them¬ 
selves  that  they  are  doing  God  service  while 
with  all  their  might,  they  oppose  therroelves, 
and  lead  others  to  impose  what  they  consider  a 
spurious  revival.  By  this  course,  their  corrupt 


it  comes  to  act  as  a  moral  agent,  having,  as  tlwy 
ray,  no  previous  propensity  to  sin,  nor  any  thing 
of  the  nature,  is  as  likely,  for  any  thing  from 
toithin  itself,  to  have  holy  exercises,  as  sinful  ones. 
If  there  is  any  thing  from  ^eilhout  itself,  causing 
it  to  sin,  must  it  not  be  considered  its  misfortune, 
instead  of  its  crime  ?  How  then  do  they  account 
for  the  fact  universally,  and  which  they  also  con¬ 
cede,  that  the  first  moral  exercises  of  every  infant 
are  sinful  ?  Why  are  they  thus,  any  more  than 
if  there  had  been  no  Adam,  and  no  intermwiate 
parents  from  whom  the  child  has  descended,  but 
G(xl  had  inimetfeteiy  created  if,  body  and  soul, 
just  as  it  is  ?  DoT  they  really  mean,  that  it  lias 
no  more  con neetion  with  Adam,  or  its  parents, 
as  to  its  lieing  inclined  to  sin,  than  if  it  had  hceu 
thus  immediately  created  by  God?  This  they 
must  mean,  substantially,  in  order  to  preserve 
and  carry  their  system  through  consistently. 
Then  there  is  at  length,  oh  their  scheme,  no  con¬ 
nection  of  the  sinfulness  of  the  child,  in  any  sense, 
with  or  in  consequence  ot  the  fall  of  Adam,  any 
more  than  if  God  had  created  it  an  infant  angel, 
that  had  not,  as  yet,  exercised  its  powers  and  fa¬ 
culties  as  a  raoi^l  agent.  And  if  so,  then  all  the 
idea  which  long  been  in  the  church,  relative 
to  the  corruption  bf  our  nature  by  the  fall,  or  as 
descending  from  apostate  Adam,  is  wholly  with- 
onx  ItriincTirtftm.

Amo*'®  foe  recent  converts,  may  be  found  per¬ 
sons  of  ahiost  every  age  and  rank,  in  society. — 
But  It  ha^been  among  the  youth,  more  especial¬ 
ly,  that  G<d  has  displayed  the  riches  of  his  grace. 
Upon  our  Sabbath  Schools,  and  Bible  classes,  in 
a  particular  manner,  has  the  Holy  Spirit  set  the 
seal  of  liisapproval. 

With  punful  regret,  we  state,  that  in  some  of 
the  chureles,  the  work  of  grace  appears  to  be  on 
the  decline.  In  others,  there  is  cheering  ground 
to  hf^e  it  has  but  just  begun. 

Anumg  tlie  means  which,  under  Gcxl,  have 
been  instnmental  in  conynencing  and  retaining 
the  work,  have  been  frequent  meetings  for  pray¬ 
er,  affoctionatc  and  punj^nt  a])|)eais  to  the 
hearts  and  consciences  of  sinners  both  in  public 
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aud  holiness  has  been  long  since  determined. 
It  is  the  right  of  men  to  express  their  views  of 
Christian  doctrine  in  creeds,  as  much  as  of  states 
to  express,  in  bills  of  right,  and  constitutions, 
their  political  laiib.  Nor  are  creeds  any  en¬ 
croachment  on  other  men's  rights,  so  long  as 
they  are  not  required  to  subscribe  them.  Reli¬ 
gious  liberty  includes  the  right  to  have  creeds,  if 
men  please,  as  really  as  to  have  none,  if  they 
please.  Nor  are  creeds  the  setting  up  of  human 
opinion  above  the  Bible.  This  is  a  gross  misre¬ 
presentation.  They  are  limply  an  honest  avow¬ 
al  of  the  particular  sense  in  which  the  Bible  is 
understood,  on  points  inwhich  Christians  differ. 
Is  there  any  treason  inthis?  Nor  have  creeds 
been  without  their  uso  They  have  been  pow¬ 
erful  memorials  of  triXh,  descending  from  age  to 
age,  and  regarded  with  aflectiunate  veneration 
by  those  who  receive  them,  as  the  faith  ouc^  (de¬ 
livered  to  the  saints — the  faith  of  t!;e  Reform¬ 
ers,  and  of  a  pious  ancestry. 

Nor  is  it  true  tint  tho^  whp  ucnouncc  creeds 
have  none.  Do  they  oelicve  nothing?  Then 
are  they  sceptitfc,  and  not  Christians.  Do  they 
Mievc  Christianity  in  any  form  ?  Then  do  they 
have  creeds.  They  may  not  indeed  be  reduced 
to  articles,  aiW  printed ;  but  are  they  the  less  re¬ 
al,  or  the  lea*  efficacious  ?  Is  a  living  creed  less 
influential  tkan  a  creed  on  paper?  A  creed  in 
the  head  a»d  heart,  than  a  creed  in  the  pocket? 
Those  whose  creeds  are  not  printed  uncierstand 
one  another,  and  act  in  concert  for  the  defence 
of  a  common  faitli  with  as  much  accuracy  as  ve¬ 
teran  ssidiers,  and  with  as  much  zeal  and  perse¬ 
verance  as  characterize  any  sect  whatever. — 
Creeds  which  are  ambulatory,  each  page  of  which 
as  it  moves  on,  is  cancelled  as  mistaken,  to  be 
folluwed,  not  bv  new  truths  discovered,  but  new

MORAL  CONDITION  OF  INFANTS.— Xo.  VIl. 
Scripture  vieio  of  the  heart,  in  distinction  from 
exercises.

The  dangers  which  threaten  these  United 
States,  and  the  free  institutions  here  established,^ 
are  numerous  and  appalling.  They  arise,  in 
part,  from  our  vast  extent  ol  territory,  our  nu¬ 
merous  and  increasing  population,  from  div'ersity 
of  local  interests,  the  power  of  selfishness,  and 
the  fury  of  sectional  jealousy  and  hate.  All 
these  are  powerful  causes  tf  strife,  and  never 
were  they  in  more  powerful  oj;  terrific  action. 

These  causes,  alone  sufficient  to  set  on  fire  the 
course  of  nature,  have,  during  several  of  tfie 
last  years,  been  wielded,  concentrated,  and  blown 
into  fury,  by  a  mad  ambition.  The  thirst  of 
power  and  dominion  has  fallen  upon  some  of  our 
leading  politicians,  to  whom  the  ordinary  ele¬ 
ments  of  strife  seem  tame  and  lazy  in  the  work 
of  ruin  ;  and  they — regardless  of  consequences, 
and  with  a  view  to  sut^rve  their  own  political 
ends — have  healed  the  furnace  f)f  anger  seven¬ 
fold,  and  raised  to  a  seven-fold  height  the  tyinds 
and  waves  of  political  commotion. 

To  these  must  be  added  the  corrupting  influ¬ 
ence  of  a  pre-eminent  national  prosperity,  pro¬ 
ductive  of  voluptuousness,  extravagance,  and 
rash  speculation,  and  leading,  in  many  instan¬ 
ces,  to  reckless  poverty  and  mi.sery. 

The  increase  of  intellectual  power  too,  with¬ 
out  a  corresponding  increase  of  moral  restraint, 
and  this  connected  with  the  universality  of  suf 
frage,  presents  an  ocean  of  unstable  mind  to  the 
ruthless  power  of  mad  ambition. 

Nor  are  these  our  only  sources  of  danger. 

'There  is  the  Atheistic,  anti-social  conspiracy 
which,  amid  the  war  of  elements,  would  blot  out 

the  sun,  suspend  moral  attraction,  dissolve  soci-  .  a-  ■ 

ety,  and  turn  out  the  whole  family  of  human  their  power  is  unequal  U)  the  toil  and  effort  which 
animals  into  one  common  field  of  unbridled  ap-  is  indispensable  to  bring  a  great,  intellectual, 
petite  and  lust.  And  there  is  religious  party  rich,  contentious,  and  proud  people  into  a  willing 
spirit,  destroying  the  confidence  of  the  great  subjection  to  the  laws  of  Christ.  Amid  the  ele- 
Christian  denominations  in  one  another,  infla-  ments  of  selfishness,  anchpride,  and  covetousness, 


or  the  exercise  scheme,  is,  whether  there  is  in 
man  a  heart,  iu  distinction  from  exercises,  or 
whether  exercises  themselves,  are  the  liea  rt.  ^V' e 
maintain,  and  shall  undertake  to  prove  from  the 
Scriptures,  that  man  has  a  heart  distinct  from 
exercises — a  heart  which  is  the  seat  of  holiness, 
or  of  sin  in  him  ;  that  all  his  exercises  take  their 
moral  quality,  their  cliaracter,  from  the  state  of 
his  heart.  If  ihi.s  api)ear,  it  will  he  plain,  that 
the  inlant  has  a  depraved  heart  before  it  is  capa¬ 
ble  of  moral  exercises.  According  to  Scripture, 


nor  do  they,  of  course,  ensure  it ;  nor  can  they 
perpetuate  themselves  against  innovation  and 
subversion,  in  seasons  of  religious  declension. 
While  they  remain,  they  are  mere  technical  land¬ 
marks  between  truth  and  error — mounds  against 
which  the  waves  beat  and  are  rolled  back — and 
their  existence  in  the  letter  only,  without  the  spi¬ 
rit,  killeth  instead  of  giving  life.  Of  all  stupidi¬ 
ty,  orthodox  si  upidily  is  the  most  dreadful.  It 
ought  to  be  remembered  that  ice  palaces  may  be 
formed,  and  have  been  formed,  of  orthodox  as 
well  QS  heterodox  materials,  and  witen  the  creed, 
which  is  but  the  means  of  promoting  religion,  is 
regarded  with  more  zeal  tlian  religion  itself,  the 
reign  of  high  church  and  creed  idolatry  has  he- 
gun. 

4.  A  fiiitliful  evangelical  ministry  is  not  alone 
sufficient  to  diffuse  aud  fjcrpetuate  moral  purity. 
It  is  doubtless  the  most  powerful  cause  which 
man  is  jarmitted  to  wield.  But  they  who  wield 
it  are  not  suffered  to  continue  by  reason  of  death, 
and  they  cannot  form  to  holiness  the  heart  of  a 
single  successor  to  the  pastoral  office,  or  of  a  sin¬ 
gle  person  of  the  generation  to  follow — without 
a  concurring  supernatural  agency.

Dr.  Dwight,  in  liis  Theology,  Vol.  II.  p.  7,  re¬ 
marks  thus,  on  the  above  lassage  by  our  Savior. 

the  birth  of  man,  it  being  an  invariable  attendant 
of  that  birth.  In  other  words,  every  parent,  as 
truly  as  .idam,  begets  children  in  his  own  moral 
likeness.”  If  the  infant  has  thus  a  corrupt  nature 
by  birth,  and  none  w’ill  say  that  it  has  moral  ex¬ 
ercises  before  that  event  takes  place,  the  adult 
agent  has  still  this  depraved  nature  or  heart,  dis¬ 
tinct  from  exercises,  the  same  that  he  had  from 
his  birth. 

It  is  essential  to  the  exercise  scheme,  to  consi¬ 
der  moral  exercises,  as  the  heart,  in  order  to  have 
it,  in  any  sense,  comport  with  the  scriptures, 
which  so  often  speak  of  the  heart,  as  the  seat  of 
holiness,  or  of  sin.  If,  however,  its  advocates 
distinguish  what  are  called  affections  from  exer¬ 
cises,  Tneaning  by  the  affections  a  taste,  relish, 
preparedness,  or  disposit  ion,  to  he  pleased  or  dis¬ 
pleased,  with  certain  objects,  when  presented, 
and  say,  these,  as  well  as  direct,  sensible  exerci¬ 
ses,  are  Ihe  heart,  they  give  up  the  e.xercise 
scheme.  We  mean  the  heart  by  these  aflections, 
or  appetites  which  precede  such  exercises.  But 


This  is  as  ii 
should  be.  Every  man  who  has  a  Bible,  and 
professes  to  believe  i1,  ought  to  be  able  to  de¬ 
fend  it  against  the  attacks  of  infidels,  and  to 
maintain  its  doctrines  against  the  assaults  of  he¬ 
retics.

“  6  generation  of  vipers !”  (vipers  certainly  have 
poisonous,  venomous  natures.)  “  how  can  ye,  be¬ 
ing  evil,  speak  good  things  ?  lor  out  of  the  abun¬ 
dance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  sjjeaketh.  A  good 
man,”  continues  he,  “out  of  the  good  treasure 
of  his  heart,  bringeth  forth  good  things,  and  an 
evil  man,  out  of  the  evil  treasure,  bringeth  forth 
evil  things.”  The  heart,  therefore,  in  a  good  or 
an  evil  man,  is  the  treasure  out  of  ichich  he  bring- 
eth  forth  g(wd,  or  evil  things,  corresponding  with 
ihc  nature  of  his  heart.  Is  not,  then,  the  heart 
distinct  from  the  things  which  a  man  bringeth 
forth  out  of  it  1  In  a  preceding  chapter,  Christ, 
had  applied  the  same  similitude,  as  affording  a 
simple,  easy  test,  by  w’liich  to  try  the  character 
of  fiilsc  teachers.  Says  lie.  “  Beware  of  false 
prophets,  who  come  to  you  in  sheep’s  clothing, 
hut  inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves.  Yc'shall 
know  them  by  their  fruits.  Do  men  gather 
grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles  ?”  To  see 
clusicrs  of  grapes  growing  on  thorn  trees,  or  figs 
on  thisllcs,  would  be  no  more  contrary  to  the  real 
natmc  of  things,  than  to  see  a  man  bringing  fortli 
good  fruit,  who  had  a  bad  heart.  The  fruit  of  a 
tree  is  certainly  distinct  from  the  tree  itself.  It 
indicates,  and  indicates  truly,  what  the  teal  na¬ 
ture  of  the  tree  is,  good  or  corrupt.  Though  the 
nature  of  the  tree,  and  the  nature  of  the  fruit, 
are  ever  alike,  yet  the  one  is  not  the  other.  It  is 
true  also,  that  the  tree  is  before  the  fruit,  and 
hears  the  fruit ;  and  not  that  the  fruit  is  before 
the  tree,  or  hears  the  tree.  We  never  see  fruit 
growing  alone,  suspended  in  the  open  air,  with¬ 
out  stem  or  stalk,  by  which  it  is  joined  to  a  tree ; 
we  never  see  it,  without  the  tree  which  produces 
it.  Thus  the  lieart  in  man  is  distinct  from  liis 
exercises,  as  distinct  as  the  free  is  from  the  fi'uit 
that  it  bears.

What  appears  to  me  the  most 
probable  reason  why  Argyle  has  been  left,  while 
others  have  been  taken,  is  a  prejudice  in  the 
minds  of  the  people  against  religious  excitement.

They  will  think  you  are  losing  your  senses!”  If 
it  be  a  fact  that  this  people  are  so  afraid  of  ex¬ 
citement,  no  wonder  they  are  afraid  of  revivals ; 
and  no  wonder  they  are  not  visiicd  with  revivals. 
This  viewing  revivals  with  a  suspicious  eye,  is 
owing  to  a  want  ot  a  familiar  acquaintance  with 
tliem.  They  have  only  surveyed  them  at  a  dis¬ 
tance,  and  that  too  with  a  jaundiced  vision,  and 
of  course,  they  have  not  discovered  their  great 
and  happy  results,  but  have  fastened  their  atten¬ 
tion  on  some  of  the  apparent  evils  which  may 
have  been  occasioned  by  them.

The  use  of  distilled  spirits  leads  to 
their  a6iue, — a  country  cannot  continue  tempe¬ 
rate  with  distilled  spirits  as  a  common  drink. — 
Distilled  spirits  are  in  their  own  nature  injurious 
to  the  human  constitution  ;  and  the  most  mode¬ 
rate  use  of  them  is  not  only  calculated  to  create 
the  drunken  appetite,  but  tnjuret  the  healtn,  aiia 
cuts  short  life.  The  first  medical  authorities  in 
the  world  have  published  their  conviction,  that 
no  cause  would  ne  so  much  calculated  to  im¬ 
prove  the  health  of  the  community,  as  an  entire 
disase  of  distilled  spirits.  ‘  They  should  be  re¬ 
nounced  by  aU  menjp  health  as  most  noxious  su- 
perfluiiies.’’ 

“  Of  such  a  substance,  as  a  eomnvm  drink, 
there  ought  not  to  be — there  cannot  be  a  tempe¬ 
rate  use.  Whoever  uses  it  as  a  customary  beve¬ 
rage,  whether  knowing  or  not,  knowing  the  con¬ 
sequences,  is  teachinf^  the  public  a  ruinous  lesson 
offidseho^, — he  is  giving  his  sanction  to  the  use 
of  distilled  spirits,  in  a  capacity  which  they 
should  never  occupy  ;  and  in  proportion  to  the 
influence  of  his  character,  as  a  benevolent  man, 
a  patriotic  man,  or  a  Christian^  will  be  the  amount 
ofevil  done  by  his  example  to  the  community.

The  aseol  aad  the  hearing  organs  are  the  only  ones 
al^t  which  there  can  be  any  dispute ;  for  it  will  be  ad¬ 
mitted  by  all,  that  the  articulaiing  orgaiM  are  universally 
posaessed.  It  seeais,  however,  that  the  generality  of  sing¬ 
ers  do  not  think  them  necessary,  as  they  seldom  employ 
them  in  their  singing.  ^ 

In  examining  tba  vocal  organs  of  those  who  did  not  sing, 
ts  ascertain  whether  they  wpre  as  perfect  as  in  those  who 
did  sing,  three  points  ware  considered  in  relation  to 
vocal  sowid,  wtueh  comprise  the  whole  that  concenm  these 
?**’*'■  speaking  or  singing.  These  are,  the 
gno^  of  the  sounds :  the  r^/thm,  or  oeesnl  and  duratian 
mths  sounds  ;  and  the  pitek  of  the  sounds.
